POOR PROSE PE LTS FOR RE­ 
APPORTIONMENT BILL 
Washington, June 27.—A meeting of 
the committee on Census in the sen­ 
ate has been called for tomorrow to 


consider 
the 
reapportionment 
bill. 
The meeting will be the first that this 
committee, whose chairman is Sen­ 
ator La Follette of Wisconsin, has 
held at the present session pf Con­ 
gress. Mr. La Follette has been so 
busy fighting the reciprocity bill that 
he has not had time for the work of 
the committee of which he is the 
chairman. 
It is stated with some positiveness 
that no reapportionment bill will be 
passed by the senate and that the 
matter will go over until the regu­ 
lar session, beginning in December. 
The reason for this is that Senator 
Root of New York and Senator Bur­ 
ton of Ohio are determined to pre­ 
vent action now when the passage of 
the bill would give opportunity to 
the democrats in New York and Ohio 
legislatures to redistrict those states.

Provisions of New Liquor Law. 


Maine’s Secret Hidden. 
Tampa, Fla., June 28.—“The secret 
of the destruction of the battleship 
Maine will never be 
known,” 
said 
General W. H. ‘Bixby, chief of engi­ 
neers in charge of the work of rais­ 
ing the Maine, upon his arrival here 
Monday from Havana. 
The destruction of the vessel was 
such, says General Bixby, and the de­ 
terioration has been so great that it 
will be impossible to tell whether the 
ship was blown up from a force with­ 
in or 
without. The greatest force, 
however, was from the inside, indi­ 
cating that the forward magazine had 
exploded. Whether this was from a 
sympathetic explosion caused by a 
torpedo from the outside, may for­ 
ever remain a mystery. 


TOWNSHIP MAY SECEDE 
KROM HUGHES COUNTY 
Eufaula, Okla., June 2S.—An elec­ 
tion will be held in Hanna township 
of {Hughes county on July 22 to de­ 
termine w’hether the township shall 
become a portion of McIntosh county 
instead of Hughes county. The elec­ 
tion is brought about by the claim 
that Eufaula as the county seat of 
McIntosh county is more accessible 
than Holdenville, the county seat of 
Hughes county. 


Oklahoma City, 
Ok., 
June 
28.— 
Railroad and express companies op­ 
erating in Oklahoma have added to 
their record at stations in the state 
w’hat they term “jag Books,” being a 
record of all shipments of intoxicants 
received and taken from stations by 
consignees. The record is required 
by the new prohibition law’, and must 
contain the real names of persons re­ 
ceiving liquor shipments, and may 
be used as evidence in court of the 
amount of intoxicants a person gets. 
Use of John Doe or Richard Roe are 
not permitted. The new prohibition 
law permits persons to have a limit­ 
ed amount of intoxicating liquor, over 
w’hich there can be no question, but 
the station records are by law placed 
at the disposal of enforcement offi­ 
cers and will enable the /latter to

trace the ownership of large liquor 
shipments. It is a question whether 
the state law can regulate the dis­ 
position by the railroad or express 
companies 
of 
interstate 
shipments, 
but the carriers are complying with 
the requirement, thus leaving it to 
the consignee, if he is so disposed, 
to test its constitutionality. Under the 
old practice, liquor houses consign­ 
ed on shippers’ orders and bills of 
lading, and prior to the new federal 
regulations employed fictitious names. 
Later shipments w’ere made and held 
at point of destination in the ware­ 
houses and doled out in small lots 
upon presentation of orders. The fed­ 
eral law row requires fia t boxes or 
packages containing liquor be so la­ 
beled, and the state law compels that 
the consignee sign his real name, to­ 
gether with the address to which the 
shipment is consigned. 
The question of whether a carrier 
may decline to receive a shipment of 
goods from one state to another w’heri 
the sale of the article is outlawed at 
the point if consignment is involved 
in a suit pending before the United 
States court of appeals at St. Louis. 
An Arkansas Federal judge issued a 
mandamus to do so against a earlier 
operating between Fort Smith and 
Oklahoma, and the carrier appealed.

Pott. County Sells 
Drainage Bonds. 


Shawnee, Ok., June 28.-—The board 
of 
county commissioners 
yesterday 
sold the Little River drainage bond 
issue of $51,375.75, the county’s share 
of the $250,000 Issue, to the Shaw­ 
nee National bank, who was the suc­ 
cessful bidder. H. T. Douglas repre­ 
sented the bank. The issue of 'bonds 
is made for twenty years and bears 
five per cent interest. Under the terms 
of the bid the money is to remain 
on deposit in the bank and will draw 
interest at the rate of three per cent. 
The balance of the bond issue the 
amount estimated in the cost of the 
work has been purchased by a Chi­ 
cago firm and operations will begin 
at once in the work of reclaiming 
26.000 acres of land in the southern 
part of the county. The channel of 
Little River which crosses the coun­ 
ty from east to 
west, 
is 
to 
be 
straightened, throwing open to cul­ 
tivation thousands of acres of land 
that 
is 
now 
practically 
worthless. 
The preliminary work of making sur­ 
veys has been completed by Engineer 
Hill of Shawnee, who will have per­ 
sonal charge of the work. 
Work was halted a time ago pend* 
ing the result of a bill congress was 
asked to pass appropriating the In­ 
dians share of the work, fifteen per­ 
cent of the land abutting the Little 
river being owned by Indians. Under 
the terms of a twenty-five year treaty 
with the Indians their lands was ex­ 
empted from taxation. However, the 
Indian committee of congress has as­ 
sured the county commissioners that 
the bill will be passed at the next 
session of congress in December. 


Bumper 
Wheat Crop in Northwest. 
Spokane, Wash., June 28.—'Reports 
reecived by local bankers and mil­ 
lers from country correspondents in 
Washington. Oregon, Idaho and Mon­ 
tana indicate that th* 
wheat crop 
in the Inland Empire this year will 
be about 65,000,000 bushels, th^ lar­ 
gest in the history of the 
district. 
The figures show the crop in 15 coun­ 
ties in eastern Washington will be 
89,000,000 in round numbers, as com­ 
pared 
with 
34,805,000 bushels 
in 
1919. 
This statement is confirmed 
in a late federal crop report, which 
shows 721,441 acres in winter wheat 
and 482,000 acres in spring wheat in 
Washington, the per centage 
being 
98 and 97 perfect, respectively. The 
respective averages for a period of 
IO years are 9<3 and SM per cent per­ 
fect

SWANSON COUNTY 


WIPED FROM MAP 


Oklahoma City, June 28.—Swanson 
county is 
no 
more. 
The 
supreme 
court today ruled that the new coun­ 
ty did not receive enough votes at 
the election when it was attempted 
to slice off a portion of Comanche so 
as to form a new county to be nam­ 
ed Swanson. The opinion holds that 
it is necessary for sixty per cent of 
the voters of the proposed county to 
vote in 
favor thereof in order to 
create the same, which was not the 
case in Swanson. 
The contest between the town of 
Checotah and Eufaula for the loca­ 
tion of the county seat of McIntosh 
county was decided in favor of Eu­ 
faula. The case was referred to a 
referee who reported to the court in 
favor of Eufaula and the report wa*s 
confirmed. It is claimed by Checotah 
that the election officers signed affi­ 
davits in blank showing age, color 
and place of residence which voters 
signed before receiving their ballots. 
This was alleged not to be in ac­ 
cordance with the statutes and did 
not constitute an oath. 
The removal of the county seat of 
Delaware county from Grove to Jay 
was also affirmed 
upon 
the 
same 
grounds as the McIntosh county case 
and Jay declared the seat of govern­ 
ment.
